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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 10/24/2007 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would hav/e been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 75 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pichler 
et al. (US 6,91 1 ,667), of record, in view of Hudecek et al. (US 6,245,699) and Higo et al. 
(JP 2000-086286). 

Regarding claim 75, Pichler teaches an encapsulated organic diode, but not the 
claimed frit composition. 

Further regarding claim 75, Higo ('286) teaches a glass composition comprised 
of, in part, a frit doped with at least one transition metal and a coefficient of thermal 
expansion lower filler, the filler comprising no more than about 30% of the frit. Hudecek 
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('699) teaches the claimed particle size. Both are for the purpose of improving the 
strength of the frit composition. 

Hence, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary sl<ill in the art a the 
time the invention was made to use the frit combination of Higo and Hudecek in the 
encapsulation of the organic diode of Pichler for the purpose of improving the strength 
of the frit composition. 

Please note that the limitations directed towards the method of mailing the diode 
device have been considered to be product by process limitations and thus have not 
been afforded patentable weight. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 1 1 -1 2. 1 8, 21 -25. 37, 47, 68-74, and 76-81 are allowed.
